The President today announced that he was appointing a Special Commission 
to study and report upon all facts and circumstances rel ating to the 
assassination of the late President, John F. Kennedy and the subsequent 
murder of the man charged with the assassination. 

The President stated that the majority and minority leaders of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives have been consulted with respect to the 
pxopsoed Speeiol Commission. (X do not know the facts. • • relating to this 
paragraph and this has to be conformed) 

The members of the Special Commission are: 

The President stated that the Special Commission would be instructed to 
evaluate all available information concerning the subject of the inquiry. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation, pursuant to an earlier Directive of the 
President, is making a cemplete investigation of the fact. An inquiry l@ also 1 
scheduled by a Texas Court of Inquiry, convened by the Attorney General 
©f Texas under Texas law. 

The Special Commissi ©a will have before it all evidence uncovered by the FBI 
and ell information available to any agency of the Federal government. Tha 
Attorney General of Texas has also offered Ms cooperation. All Federal 
agencies and office si are being directed to furnishing services and 1 
cooperation to the Special Commission. The Commission will also be 
empowered to conduct any further Investigations when it deems desirable. 

Th« President stated that the investigations new underway by the FBI ' swd 
others, .together with the report of the Special Commission, will mMk* 
certain that all aspects of the assassination and murder are known and 
soft the public is fully informed.
